Forty-Three Killed in 
Dirigible Disaster 

Sixteen officers and men of the 
I'nited States Navy and 27 officers 
and men of the British Navy^ met 
death yesterday in the collapse of 
the irrcnt dirigible 7.R-2 over the city 
of Hull, England. 

All except one of the Americans 
] on hoard the ill-fated craft perished 
I as far as could be ascertained. In 
I addition to the six Amerienn officers 
on the ZR-2, there were also 11 
American enlisted men. Norman O. 
Wnlker. n rigger, was the only 
American to escape. 

Only six men of the 40 who were 
making the trinl trip in the dirigible 
prior to the vessel Iwiner turned over 
to the United States Navy are known 
to have been saved. 

The American officers who stnrted 
the trip included Conimnnder Louis 
H.Maxfield, Lieutenant Commnnder 
Emory Coil, Licntennnt Henrv W. 
Hovt, Lieutenant Marcus H. Bsterlv, 
Lieutenant Commander Valentine N. 
Bieg and Lieutenant Charles 0. Lit- 
tle. 

The Amerienn enlisted men who 
went up with the craft from How- 
den, were C. L Aller. Robert Coons. 
L. E. Crowd, J. T. Hancock, William 
Julius, M. Lay, A. L. Loftin.„A. L 
IVttit. W. J. Steele. N. O. Wnlk.r 
and George Welsh. 

Coons is from Owensboro, and 
wall the only Kentuckinn aboard. 

The British losses include the fa- 
mous nir veternn, Brigadier Oenernl 
E. M. Maitland. and all the other 
officers on board except Lieutenant 
Wnnn, the commander of the ZR-2.

In an address at Midway, Wood- 
ford county, Mr. Manning declared 
that in his opinion there would be 
no difficulty in financing the crop, 
if pledged to the association, and 
be named three methods of financ- 
ing as possible to the growers : Trade 
acceptances, commodity bonds and 
direct advances to the growers. 

These he explained in detail, say- 
ing that the trade acceptances came 
within the operation of Federal Re- 
serve Banks and could be redis- 
counted by banks holding them with 
the Federal Reserve Banks if nec- 
essary. He said that ^commodity 
bonds had been used successfully by 
other organizations, the copper pro- 
ducers of the country having used 
this method in financing their busi- 
ness recently. He said it would be 
easy for the growers, by the selec- 
tion of men in whom the financial 
world had confidence to manage 
their association, to obtain advances 
on their crops, through the associa- 
tion, which could borrow the money 
for the purpose directly from the 
hanks, on the warehouse receipts, 
showing the amount of tobacco aa 
pledged for the loans. 

Mr. Manning also stated that his 
bank had received a letter from the 
rYdernl International Banking Co., 
New Orleans, offering the assistance 
of that institution to the tobacco 
growers for such financing as they 
might need, and stating that it was 
the purpose nnd business of this 
compnnv to assist in the marketing 
of Southern product*. The letter 
reads a* follows: 

"The Federal International Bank- 
ing Company has just completed ar- 
rangements with the War Finance 
Corporation, under which loans will 
be made to cotton exporters against 
cotton to be held in American ware- 
houses and exported within one vear. 
The rates and terms on these loans 
will be very favorable to the bor- 
rower, and we hope theae facilities 
will do much toward relieving the

Section 01 of the State ConstitB- 
Mvfl provides thnt "a Superintendent 
of Public Instruction shall be elected 
by the (nullified voters of the state 
tit the same time the governor in 
elected, for the term of four years." 
Section 03 provider thnt "the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction 
shnll be ineligible to re-election for 
the succeeding four years after the 
expiration of the term for which he 
shall have been elected." Section 
05 provides that "the election under 
this constitution for Superintendent 
of Public Instruction shall be held 
on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November" every four 
years. 

It is proposed to strike out those 
portions of the sections quoted 
above, so that the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction will no longer be 
a constitutional officer. This will 
leave the Legislature free to create 
the office of Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction to fix his qualifica- 
tions, to prescribe his powers and 
duties, to provide for the manner of 
his election and to determine his ten- 
ure of office. 

Objections to Present Plan 

1. Manser of Election. — At pres- 
ent a superintendent must be nomi- 
nated bv a political party and 
elected by a political party. Natural- 
ly the office has come to be regard- 
ed as a part of the political spoils; 
too often it is politically adminis- 
tered. Any man who wishes to be- 
come superintendent must make and 
finance two political campaigns. 
Most school men are unable or un- 
willing to make two statewide po- 
litical campaigns for an uncertainty. 
Too often this prevents the best 
qualified men from offering for the 
position. There have been able su- 
perintendents, it has been in spite 
of the system and not Kecause of it ; 
they have been exceptions, and not 
the rule. 

2. Tenure of Office — Under the 
present plan the superintendent 
serves four years and cannot be re- 
elected. This means that every four 
years our educational policies and 
plans will be changed. Successful 
administration of our schools de- 
pends upon continuity of adminis- 
tration. There must be permanency 
of policies and of plans. He is

What Is Proposed to Take its Place? 

It is proposed that the Legislature 
create a State Boar dof Education 
consisting of nine members who 
shall be men and wonen of broad 
capacity, of demonstrated ubility, of 
high reputation, who shall serve 
without pay.

Farm and Home News 
From Over Kentucky 



A large number of Muhlenberg 
county fanners are planning to use 
cover crops to protect their fields 
this fall and winter, according to 
County Agent F. O. Thomas, who re- 
ports that a number of them are 
planning to use rye. 

Two Fulton county banks, co-op- 
erating with the r 
sociation and O. L. Cunningham, 
countv agent, have offered a total 
of $50 in prizes in connection with 
the poultry enhibit to be made at 
the county fair. The association at 
Hickman will compete with the one 
at Fulton for the award. 

Soil building problems are receiv- 
ing special attention from Livings- 
ton county farmers, who are co-op- 
erating with County Agent L. C. 
Pace. Frank Cruee is planning to 
lime 10 acres with 120 tons of 
crushed limestone and sow sweet 
clover on it in preparation for al- 
falfa, which he plans to sow later.

Orchard Cover Crops J 
Boost Yield of Trees 



Cultivation early in the season, 
followed by the growing of cover 
crops and mulching with straw from 
the middle of August to the first of 
unty poultry as- | November are the means which Ken- 
tucky farmers have for controlling 
moisture in their orchards and in- 
creasing . the production of their 
trees, according to II. I{. Niswonger, 
extension specialist in orcharding, 
from the College of Agriculture. 
Heavy production of trees depends 
on a good growth which in turn de- 
pends upon the amount of moisture 
available for the growing stock. 

To help conserve moisture 1 , rye 
may be sown in the young orphan! 
from the middle of August to the 
first of November. The crop should 1 
be turned under in the spring. Some 
tanners sow crimson clover or rye 
and vetch together for orchard cover 
crops. In old neglected orchards 
it is a good practice to sow the 
space between the rows of trees 
with a cover crop and cover the 
ground beneath the trees with straw 
beginning three or four inches fn>m 
1 the trunk and extending beyond the

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TAXATION 



Eight years »go 1 became Sheriff 
of Monlgomerv county and entered 
upon mv duties with a good deal of 
enthusiasm .111,1 intercut. Not being 
familinr at that time with the sub- 
ject of taxat'on, I soon found that 
it wan by far the most important 
business issue before the people of 
this county and state. During the 
collection of {axes I was constantly 
impressed with the importance of 
aniformity in assessment, as I found 
ia nearly every case it satisfied the 
taxpayer. 

As I drew near the end of my 
services :is Sheriff I became more 
interested in the subject of taxa- 
tion ud wns inspired snff icientlv t<> 
nubmit my name to the voters of 
Montgomery county for the nomina- 
tion for the office of Assessor. My 
main promise to the people was 
"uniformity" aWMHt I knew from 
roy four years' experience that there 
was room for :i great deal of im- 
provement alomr this line. 1 felt that 
when I wan nominated that it came 
from the stf tiding v ote of our coun- 
ty, as 1 used mo menus of securing 
▼otes other tl< u asking for their 
saffrag-e, and giving them the above 
promise. Following my nomination 
I whs confronted with Kepublican 
opposition, and the result of this 
final election assured me that T had 
the support of the majority of the 
people of Montgomery county. 

When I made the race under the 
old law I was expecting a compen- 
sation of around $1,200 per year, 
and felt that I would be well paid 
lor the services that I wnnted to 
render, but before I had taken my 
oath of office a new tax law had I 
been enacted and my compensation . 
had almost trebled. This increase i 
encouraged me to do many things to 
perfect a system of assessing, be- 
cause I knew that the taxpayers had 
a right to expect and demand alii 
that I could give them. The first [ 
assessment was made under diffi- 
■attic*, because we had to make a 
clean assessment from the start, and 
I say to you, to make a clean ass- | 
Mement without a good uniform ' 
guide |a qnite nn undertaking. Just 
at the time 1 had gotten my work ; 
wetl started T was called in the nrmv 
and of course T was denied the per- 
sonal supervision of this assessment, i 
hut I secured the best assistants that I 
I could and we were well pleased 
with the results we had gotten from 
the efforts we made. 

Following each assessment our 
Con ply fudge --elected a splendid 
! of sii|M'rvisors to go over my 
work. and I received the beneft of 
the .- «ood judgment toward the im- 
provement of my next assessment. 
Last ven 1 ' the work was easily ac- 
complished because we had an 
equalized |tlidt to go by. and had to 
add onlv three per cent to the as- 
sessment. While the greater portion 
of the lists were taken )>v my dep- 
uties, I mude out most of the As- 
aeaMfV book, and ns I posted each 
item I felt that [ had about reached 
the goal which I had lroked forward 
to at the beginning of mv duties. 

On July of this year I began my 
la-t assessment. In twenty-six davs 
1 had completed Mt. Sterling with 



every piece of real estate, every 
stock of goods, and a great deal of 
the personal property. Four year* 
ago I could not have d6ne tall 
amount of work with an assistant 
that would do an equal amount. The 
result that we got, from a uniform 
assessment is, first, satisfaction 
among the taxpayers, next, saving to 
the county and state in the pay- 
ment of supervisors, as four years 
ago they sat for thirty-two days, 
and last year they only sat eleven, 
and didn't have to work very hard 
at that, snd I have been hoping that 
following my last assessment they 
would do me the honor of sitting 
sven n shorter time than Inst year. 
A uniform assessment simplifies the 
duties of all officials who come in 
contact with it, therefore it is a 
saving to the county and state. 

Now what T am trying to get be- 
fore you is this, until two weeks ago 
I was getting along better with my 
work than T ever had, when the big- 
gest proposition I have had yet came 
before me. A body of my friends 
and leading business men assembled, 
passed resolutions, and have circu- 
lated petitions over the county ask- 
ing the taxpayers to reduce their 
assessment 25 per cent this year. 
Now here is what the law says. 

"All property, not exempted from 
taxation at its fair cash valne, es- 
timated at the price it would bring 
at a volunteer sale; and any officer 
or other person authorized to assess 
values for taxation, who shall com- 
mit any wilful error in the perform- 
ance of his duty shall be deemed 
guilty of misfeasance, and upon the 
conviction thereof shall forfeit his 
office, and be otherwise punished as 
may be provided by law." 

Now right here most men say, 
why, that has been the law all the 
time and it never was done. It is 
true under the old law no official 
either county or state tried to fol- 
low the law, but friends, if we did 
not want to improve our conditions 
and get officers that would do their 
duty, then why did we spend some- 
thing like one-half a million dollars 
directly and indirectly to secure a 
new tax law? Property advanced 
so fust that the State Tax Commis- 
sion cuold not get it at its fair cash 
\alue, and as they had no power to 
lower the rate, and no one else had 
except the legislature and it would 
not meet but once in two years, and 
if they had increased according to 
value, and according to law, then 
they would have covered the people 
up with taxation, but they were ren- 
WHUihte about thp matter, and T 
think still are, as I believe they «rtl! 
be satisfied if T hold the assessment 
on real estate where it is, and 1 am 
sure that none of it is assessed ai 
more than it would bring, but in 
ease there should be I will be more 
than glad to bring it within the law. 

Now friends, on one side I have 
the State Tax Commission, the 
Statutes, and my duty as I see it. 
On the other I have, I think at this 
time, about seventy-five per cent of 
the taxpayers who are asking me to 
reduce the assessment. 

As I see it. there is one good "rea 
son" to reduce taxation, and two 
road direct, according to law, ways 



to reduce same. First, the rea«< n 
that i would give is that we cannot 
afford at this time the things that 
we thought we could two years ago. 
I find that a great many taxpayers 
will have to borrow the moncv to 
pay i heir taxes this fall. Nov what 
have we done in our own business* 
Well, the automobile does not i-.nke 
iu.ir.v trips as it used to. a great 
•unity farm houses need pnint ; ng, 
f-i.i.r. needs to be done, washes 
need to be stopped, our bams need 
a new roof and many other things 
need to lie done as yon know. Are 
we doing themt No! Why not* 
Recause we haven't the money to] 
spare and our good judgment tells 
us not to burden ourselves with any 
more obligations than we now have. ' 
Now friends, according to my ideas.

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if we are to reduce taxation here at 
home, (and that is what we must 
consider as more thnn two-thirds of 
what you pay in taxation stays here 
at hqme, and is spent here by your 
fiscnl court, and your county school 
board), then we will have to deny 
ourselves some of the things that 
we nre demanding and voting for; 
roll some of our road machinery' i" 
the shed, let fewer contracts or let 
them much cheaper, combine some 
of the county offices and make some 
of us do more to earn our money, 
and then as much as I think of edu- 
cation, I think it wpuld have to be 
checked in many ways until we could 
bridge over these hard times. Now i 
which do we want, good roads and 
good schools with high tax^s or 
lower taxes and more indifferent 
roads and schools. We cannot have 
both. 

Our entire rate is $1.27 on each 
one hundred d< liars worth of prop- 
erty. The state rate is 40 cents and 

the county gets 1 87 cents. As I 
stated above, there are two ways to 
reduce taxation, which are accord- 
ing *o law. 

The county, through its fiscal 
court, levies a county tax rate each 
year (about July 1st I think) to 
meet the expenses of the county's 
business. Our county rate can be 
from one cent to 50 cents, accord- 
ing to the ideas and judgment of 
the county commissioners. This 
rate cannot be increased, as it is up 
to the limit, but it can be reduced, 
and thereby reduce taxation. 

Four years ago our school rate 
was 18 cents per hundred, and it is 
now 37 cents per hundred, so 'you 
see, friends, that this increase in 
the rnte is responsible for high taxes 
nst as much as the increase of val- 
uation. 

("nl'-ss property is assessed 'at 
im.n than its par cash value the 
Stale of Kentucky has no .lawful 
means of reducing its taxes other 
than lowering its rate, and this can 
only be done by the legislature. Dur- 
ing mv term of office I have added 
33 per cent to the assessment on 
real estate, and the state has re- 
duced its rate from 65 cents to 40 
rents. According to actual figures 
live stock is paying 72 per cent less 
than it did under the old law. Take 
the land and the live stock together, 
figure as a whole and you will find 
that as far as the state is concerned 
its tuxes against the farmer have 
only increased around 25 per cent. 
The reason that I am mentioning 
these facts is that the large major- 
ity of people who complain to me 
seem to lay the whole blame u|>ou 
the State, her bad tax law, and its 
unbusinesslike administration, now 1 
agree with you that a great ninny 
changes can be inado down at 
Frankfort to remedy things, but 
right here I wish to remind you.

Amendment No. 2— What it Means! 

The law provides that every Ken- 
tucky child between the ages of six 
and eighteen «hnll be privileged to 
nttend school for not less than sir 
months each year: that the school- 
house, including the site, furniture 
nnd apparatus, shall have n prop- 
erty value of not less than one hun- 
dred nnd fifty dollars; that each 
Hchoolhouse shall have a certain 
floor space one or more Tire places 
or* stoves, a teacher's desk nnd a i 
cbftir. seats with backs for the chil- 
dren, a blackboard, a water stand, 
a map of the world, a map of the 
United States, and a county mart of 
Kentucky: nnd that for each school 
building there shall he provided two 
suitable snnitnrv outhouses for the 
two sexes: and thnt for each school 
there shall be employed one or more 
competent tenehers at a minimum 
salary of $75 per month. These 
items constitute a legal school of 
Kentucky. Is the building too costlyf 
Ts the equipment too elaborate t Is 
the tenn too longT Is the salary of 
the teacher too bight Is there a 
child in all Kentucky that is not en- 
titled to a school of even these poor 
pretensions f Yet, thousands of onr 
children do not have even such a 
school as this.

comes from tbe State school fund, 
und the funds raised by county taxa- 
tion, sometimes but seldom, supple- 
mented by a subdistrict tax. The 
amount of tbe school fund ,is di- 
vided by the number of children of 
school age in the entire state, and 
the quotient is the per capita. The 
number of children in each county is 
multiplied by this per capitn, and 
this determines the amount that each 
county receives from the state 
school fund. Kach county must levy 
a school tax of not less than 25c 
nnd of not more than 50c upon each 
one-hundred dollars' worth of tnx- 
aMe property. All the money de- 
rived from the 25c levy must be used 
in supplementing teachers' salaries 
until the minimum salary of $75 per 
month has been reached. These two 
Minis, the sum received from the 
state and the sum raised by county 
taxation, constitute for each county 

the countv school fund. 
* -— 

In more than one-third of the 
counties in the state the county 
school fund is not sufficient to 
maintain for all the children in the 
county a legal school as described 
above. In these counties the school 
fund must be increased by approx- 
imatlev $1110.000 before a legal 
.school can be provided for every 
child. In all these counties already 
the maximum school tax is levied. 

Where Can We Find Funds? 

1 (a) We could incrense the countv 
tax rate. To raise the needed funds 
it would b-> necessary to levy a pro- 
hibitive tax in these counties. The 
burden of taxation would thus he- 
come so onerous as to defeat its 
very purpose. To incrense the school 
tax rate in the-e counties would be 
the worst possible way to raise the 
money. 

(b) We could raise the state tax 
rate nnd provide that the increase 
should he devoted to schools. This 
is loth unwise in policy nnd un- 
necessary. 

(c) We .must adopt the second 
amendment thai will release 10 per

Sows Should Gain 
Weight Before Farrow 

The ration used by feeders 'it the 
College of Agriculture farm in pre- 
paring sows for the fall farrowing 
season is composed of 50 pounds of 
corn, 50 pounds of middlings and 1<> 
pounds of tankage and is fed at the 
rate of nbout one pound *a day for 
each 100 pounds of live weight of 
the animals. In addition the sows 
have access to a supply of sudnn 
grass pasture. In cases where pas- 
ture is short the grain allowance 
should be increased, according to 
recommendations made by the Col- 
lege animal husbandrymen. During 
the last six weeks before farrowing 
the sows should he gaining slowly so 
as to be in a good healthy condi- 
tion about farrowing time, which 
comes from the first to the middle 
of September. Care should lie taken 
to see that the animals are not al- 
lowed to gain too rapidly and be- 
come fat. 

A. few days Itefore fnrrowing the 
sows should be removed from the 
herd and placed in separate pens in 
order to permit them becoming ac- 
quainted with the new quarters, ac- 
cording to K. .?. Wilford, a member 
of the college animal hushnndry 
staff. This also will allow, them to 
become acquainted with the herds- 
man and make them more contented 
during the period of confinement. In

Mr. Riickley said he found mar- 
kets as low as four cents on the av- 
erage, and others a few cents higher 
as the quality improved. 

Discussing his trip, Mr. Buckley 
suid : 

"The tobacco growers of South 
Carolina la-t year thought the prices 
they received ruinous and believed 
thev were 'broke.' Last year they 
raised about HO.OOO.OOO pounds 
with an average of about 14 cents 
pel pound. It is estimated this year 
tluit thev have about 50,000,000 
pooads, the quality of which is about 
the Katne as last year, and, with 
price* fifty per cent or more lower 
than last year, on a short crop, they 
know they are 'broke.' 

"No one expects a grower down 
there to pay any debts, because he 
I nows it is impossible. 

"I saw hundreds of piles of to- 
bacco that would not pay floor ex- 
penses; in fact, there were many 
without a bid and marked 'passed.' 
CABLOAD DUMPED OUT 

"One broker told me that he was 
offend a whole carload of tbesi 
*P>1— d* 1 pile* of tobacco Vry a ware- 
houseman, if he (the broker) would 
pay the expense of loading it into a 
car. The broker refused to go to 
this e\|>ense of loading, since they 
could not agree the carload of to- 
facco was dumped out doors. 

"It was indeed a «ad sight to see 
tenant families this year lined up to 
see their tobacco crop sold, then go 
to the office to receive n check so 
small that in many cases it wasn't 
large enough to pay for their din- 
ners and to see that family get into
